My  Lord  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Ge'ntlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  twenty-first  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  County  Borough  of  Belfast  and  the  Administration  of  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

The  report  includes  the  52  weeks  ended  1st  January,  1927,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  portions  dealing  with  Meat  Inspection  and  Venereal  Diseases 
which  are  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1927. 

The  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  Northern  Ireland 
to  the  middle  of  the  year,  was  416,000.  In  the  preceding  year  the  estimated  pop- 
ulation was  438,000  but  as  you  are  aware  a census  of  the  population  of  Northern 
Ireland  was  taken  on  18th  April,  1926,  which  shows  that  Belfast  was  consider- 
ably overestimated.  The  1926  census  of  Northern  Ireland  was  the  first  to  be 
taken  in  the  six  counties  for  a period  of  fifteen  years,  the  last  being  taken  for 
the  whole  of  Ireland  on  2nd  April,  1911.  Up  till  the  present  only  a Preliminary 
Report  of  the  Census  has  been  issued  in  which  the  Registrar- General  states 
“that  the  Report  is  based  upon  abstracts  compiled  by  Enumerators  from  their 
“Enumeration  Books.  These  abstracts  have  all  been  carefully  examined  in  the 
J‘  Census  Office,  but  as  there  has  as  yet  been  no  opportunity  for  checking  the 
“ contents  of  the  Enumeration  Books  themselves  or  examining  the  Census  Returns 
“the  figures  in  the  Report  though  substantially  correct  must  be  regarded  as 
“provisional  and  subject  to  amendment  when  the  main  Census  Reports  are 
“published.”  The  death  rates,  however,  for  the  year  are  calculated  on  the 
estimated  population  which  shows  the  City  rather  in  an  unfavourable  position 
when  compared  with  the  year  1925. 

6,411  deaths  were  registered  from  all  causes,  equivalent  to  a death  rate 
of  15.4  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  an  increase  of  1.4  compared  with 
the  preceding  year,  but  0.9  below  the  average  for  ten  years  1916  to  1925. 

It  is  regrettable  that  the  death  rate  has  risen  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  The  increase  is  practically  due  to  the.  unemployment  and  the 
high  cost  of  living.  These  circumstances  certainly  militate  against  persons  in 
a low  state  of  health,  particularly  amongst  delicate  aged  persons,  delicate 
mothers  and  infants. 

Of  the  total  deaths  registered  1,716  or  26.8  per  cent  were  caused  by 
Chest  Affections.  Of  these  570  were  due  to  Phthisis  ; 516  to  Pneumonia,  and 
630  to  other  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System.  The  deaths  from  Zymotic 
Diseases  numbered  527  ; 8.2  per  cent  of  the  total  from  all  causes.  6 of  these 
were  caused  by  Typhoid  Fever;  132  by  Measles;  12  by  Scarlet  Fever;  46  by 
Whooping  Cough;  44  by  Diphtheria,  287  by  Diarrhoea  of  children  under  2 
years  of  age. 

417  deaths  were  caused  by  Cancer;  161  by  Influenza,  and  124  by  Violence. 

In  the  preceding  year  the  number  of  deaths  caused  by  Chest  Affections 
was  1,738  ; by  Zymotic  Diseases  574  ; by  Cancer  444  ; by  Influenza  84,  and  by 
Violence  125.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  there  wTas  a decrease  in  the  deaths  from 
Chest  Affections,  Zymotic  Diseases,  and  Cancer  and  an  increase  in  the  number 
from  Influenza. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  old  was  1,164,  equivalent 
to  112  deaths  per  1,000  births,  an  increase  of  8 per  1,000  compared  with  the 
year  1925  when  the  number  registered  was  1,069  and  the  rate  104. 

1,875  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  under  the  Infectious 
Disease  (Notification)  Act  1889.  This  is  a reduction  of  431  compared  with 
the  preceding  year.

This  is  an  increase  of  1.5  per  1,000,  compared 
with  the  preceding  year,  when  the  number  registered  was  10,234  and  the  rate  23.4. 

The  average  number  registered  annually  during  the  ten  years,  1916-1925 
was  10,331,  and  the  average  annual  birth  rate  24.9.

During  the  preceding  year  the 
deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  numbered  574.  9.4  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths, 
or  a death  rate  of  1.3. 

6,  or  1.1  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  were  caused 
by  Typhoid  Fever  ; 132,  or  25.0  per  cent.,  by  Measles  ; 12,  or  2.3  per  cent.,  by 
Scarlet  Fever  ; 46,  or  8.7  per  cent.,  by  Whooping  Cough  ; 44,  or  8.3  per  cent., 
by  Diphtheria  ; and  287,  or  54.5  per  cent.,  by  Diarrhoea. 

The  diseases  from  which  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  were  registered  were 
Diarrhoea  and  Measles,  the  figures  being  respectively  287  and  132.  The  com- 
parative figures  for  the  preceding  year  were  203  and  167  respectively.

MIDWIVES. 

During  the  year  195  midwives  gave  the  required  notice  of  their  intention  to 
practise,  of  these  153  were  certified  by  examination  and  42  otherwise  certified. 

In  order  to  insure  compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Joint 
Nursing  and  Midwives’  Council,  the  midwives  were  visited  at  intervals  throughout 
the  year  by  the  Superintendent  of  Midwives,  both  at  their  homes  and  also  at 
the  homes  of  cases  being  attended  by  them.  Special  attention  was  given  to  the 
personal  cleanliness  of  the  midwives  and  the  condition  of  their  homes  and  necessary 
appliances.  The  registers  containing  the  entries  of  births  attended  by  them  were 
examined,  and  were,  with  very  few  exceptions,  found  to  be  correctly  kept. 

A number  of  breaches  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  were  discovered  and 
reported  to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 

4 cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  occurred  during  the  year.  All  of  these 
completely  recovered. 

In  cases  where  artificial  feeding  was  resorted  to,  instructions  as  to  the  absolute 
necessity  of  cleanliness  of  the  bottles  and  teats  were  given.  Mothers  were  also 
advised  to  take  advantage  of  the  Child  Welfare  Centres,  the  benefits  both  to 
themselves  and  their  infants  being  explained  to  them. 

A great  improvement  has  occurred  amongst  mothers  residing  in  the  poorer 
localities  in  the  care  and  attention  which  they  are  giving  to  their  babies.  I 
largely  attribute  this  to  the  manner  in  which  the  nurses  generally  discharge  their 
duties  and  the  information  and  instructions  given  at  the  various  Child  Welfare 
Centres.

The  houses  in  which  these  diseases  occurred  were  visited  and  precautions 
taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 


PRECAUTIONS  TAKEN  TO  PREVENT  THE  SPREAD  OF  INFECTION. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection,  every  house  in  which  infectious 
disease  has  occurred  is  thoroughly  disinfected  immediately  after  the  receipt  of 
notification  of  the  disease.  The  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  of  the  patient  and  all 
other  articles  likely  to  retain  infection  are  removed  to  the  Disinfecting  Station, 
Laganbank  Road,  and  subjected  to  steam  under  pressure. 


If  it  is  considered  that  the  patient  could  not  be  properly  isolated  from  other 
members  of  the  family,  or  that  the  accommodation  in  the  house  is  not  adequate 
for  successful  treatment,  removal  of  the  patient  to  hospital  is  insisted  upon.  In 
cases  where  home  treatment  is  permitted  instructions  are  given  as  to  the  precautions 
to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  and  periodical  visits  are  made  to 
ensure  that  the  instructions  are  being  carried  out. 


Disinfectants  are  supplied  free  of  cost  to  every  applicant  in  whose  home 
infectious  disease  has  occurred  and  also  to  those  whom  it  is  considered  are  not 
in  a position  to  purchase  same. 


Exhaustive  enquiries  are  made  with  a view  to  the  discovery  of  the  origin  of 
the  disease.  The  sanitary  arrangements  are  carefully  examined  ; the  drains  if 
suspected  are  tested  ; investigations  are  made  with  respect  to  the  milk  supply  ; 
enquiries  are  made  as  to  whether  any  food  of  a deleterious  nature,  such  as  con- 
taminated shellfish,  unsound  or  unwholesome  fruit,  etc.,  has  been  eaten,  in  fact 
anything  which  it  is  considered  might  form  a possible  clue  to  the  source  of  infection 
is  carefully  investigated. 


The  number  of  Houses  disinfected  during  the  year  was  2,292 


LIBRARY  BOOKS. 

During  the  year  216  volumes  belonging  to  the  Central  and  Branch  Public  ' 
Libraries  were  taken  by  the  officers  of  the  Department  from  houses  in  which 
infectious  diseases  occurred,  and  withdrawn  from  circulation,  amounting  to  a loss 
of  £55  11s.  8d.  to  the  Library  Committee.  This  is  a decrease  of  101  volumes  and 
of  £39  14s.  6d.  compared  with  the  preceding  year.  The  books  of  other 
libraries  were  disinfected  and  returned  if  the  owners  did  not  consent  to  the 
destruction  of  same.

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  following  report  on  the 
working  of  Purdysburn  Fever  Hospital  for  the  year  1926  (52  weeks  ended 
1st  January,  1927). 

1,825  cases  were  admitted  during  this  period,  there  remained  from  the 
previous  year  263  cases,  making  a total  of  2,088  cases  under  treatment. 

1,894  of  these  were  treated  to  a conclusion,  leaving  194  cases  in  the 
hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  admissions  in  the  previous  year  had  been  2,482  and  the 
average  number  of  admissions  in  the  previous  five  years  1,820.

547  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year,  making  with  the  55  cases  remaining 
from  the  previous  year,  602  cases  under  treatment.

Of  the  9 deaths — one  occurred  within  12  hours  of  admission. 

Of  the  9 fatal  cases  in  the  Scarlatina  Wards,  2 died  from  complications  of 
Scarlatina — One  case  developed  Nephritis  on  the  18th  day  and  died  from  Uraunic 
Convulsions  on  the  26th  day.  One  child  of  12  years  passed  through  a mild  attack 
of  Scarlatina  and  was  discharged  on  31st  day.  She  was  re-admitted  16  days 
later  with  sub-acute  rheumatism  and  heart  involvement.  She  died  of  the  heart 
trouble  4 months  after  the  onset  of  Scarlatina. 

In  7 cases  the  Scarlatina  was  complicated  with  other  diseases.  3 cases 
were  already  suffering  from  Broncho  pneumonia  when  they  contracted  Scarlatina 
2 cases  had  also  Osteo-Myelitis.  One  of  these  died  17  hours  after  admission. 

One  woman  of  49  years  was  admitted  with  a sharp  attack  of  Scarlatina, 
she  very  rapidly  improved  but  in  early  convalescence  she  developed  a very 
severe  attack  of  facial  Erysipelas  (from  which  she  had  suffered  on  previous 
occasions)  this  was  complicated  with  Phlebitis  and  Pyaemia,  she  died  on  the 
14th  day  from  the  onset  of  the  Scarlatina. 

One  child  was  admitted  on  the  17th  day  after  the  onset  of  Scarlatina. 
She  developed  Chorea  and  Endocarditis  and  Pericarditis  and  died  on  the  54th  day 

“ RETURN  CASES.” 

In  30  instances  the  return  home  of  a patient  from  hospital  was  followed  bv 
other  cases  in  the  house,  giving  a return  case  rate  of  2.79  per  cent. 

On  the  average  these  30  cases  had  reached  the  42nd  day  from  the  onset  of 
the  disease  when  they  were  discharged. 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

168  cases  of  “Other  Diseases”  were  admitted  during  the  year.  These 
included  cases  admitted  for  observation  and  which  did  not  develop  any  of  the 
ordinarv  infectious  diseases,  and  also  members  of  the  staff  who  became  ill  from 
causes  other  than  infectious  diseases  and  who  were  warded  in  the  Isolation 
Pavilion  for  convenience  of  nursing. 

15  cases  remained  from  the  previous  year,  and  5 remained  at  the  end  of  this 
year,  so  that  the  number  of  cases  treated  to  a conclusion  was  178  ; of  these  20 
died,  giving  a case  mortality  of  11.23  per  cent. 

The  causes  of  death  in  these  20  cases  were  : — Broncho-Pneumonia  2, 
Laryngitis  and  Measles  3,  Acute  Laryngitis  2,  Laryngitis  and  Broncho-Pneumonia

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

1,164  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  old  were  registered  during  the  year, 
equivalent  to  112  deaths  per  1,000  births,  an  increase  of  8 per  1,000,  compared  with 
the  preceding  year. 

Of  the  total  number  registered  442  or  37.97  per  cent,  were  due  to  congenital 
debility,  211,  or  18.13  per  cent,  to  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  ; 258  or  22.16  per 
cent.,  to  diarrhceal  diseases  ; 62  or  5.33  per  cent.,  to  convulsions  ; 34  or  2.92  per 
cent.,  to  measles  ; and  24  or  2.06  per  cent,  to  whooping  cough.  These  were  the 
principal  causes  of  death. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT. 

10,240  births,  including  357  stillbirths  and  327  illegitimate  births,  were 
notified  during  the  year,  pursuant  to  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  ; 5,257  of  these 
were  males  and  4,914  were  females,  and  in  69  instances  the  sex  was  not  stated. 
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Of  the  total  number  notified  9,349  were  selected  for  visitation  and  supervision, 
and  during  the  year  46,680  visits  were  made. 

On  visiting  a house  where  a birth  has  taken  place  the  Health  Visitor  makes 
enquiries  regarding  the  family  history,  and  with  respect  to  the  conditions  obtaining 
in  the  home.  She  also  makes  an  examination  of  the  sanitary  arrangements,  and 
if  any  defect  is  discovered  immediate  remedial  measures  are  taken. 

She  gives  advice  and  instructions  as  to  the  care  of  infants  and  young  children, 
the  preparation  of  food  and  the  storage  of  milk,  butter,  &c.,  and  the  precautions 
to  be  taken  to  prevent  infectious  disease. 

For  a period  of  twelve  months  the  child  is  kept  under  special  supervision  and 
its  progress  recorded,  and  the  mother  is  advised  to  attend  the  Child  Welfare  Centre 
in  the  district  in  which  she  resides.  After  this  period  there  is  a general  supervision 
exercised  by  the  Officers  in  the  district,  and  if  children  are  delicate  or  not  thriving 
they  are  kept  under  supervision  as  long  as  is  considered  necessary. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

There  were  six  Centres  in  operation  during  the  year,  situated  at  Donegall 
Road,  Chamberlain  Street,  Danube  Street,  \ork  Street,  Shankill  Road  and 
Falls  Road.  Each  Centre  was  open  one  afternoon  in  the  week,  when  a Medical 
Practitioner,  a properly  trained  and  qualified  Nurse,  and  a Health  Visitor, 
together  with  several  voluntary  workers,  were  in  attendance. 

The  work  of  the  Centres  consists  of  a thorough  medical  examination  of  babies 
and  medical  advice  as  to  their  treatment  where  such  is  required.  Each  baby  is 
weighed  periodically,  and  the  weight  recorded  in  order  to  ascertain  the  progress 
being  made  and  to  assist  in  the  discovery  of  defects  or  ailments  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment  and  thus  prevent  or  check  any  disease  which  may  impede  its 
progress  or  have  a detrimental  effect  upon  its  after  life.  Consultations  are  held 
with  mothers  with  respect  to  their  health,  and  they  are  advised  and  instructed  in 
the  care  of  infants  and  young  children,  and  are  supplied  with  instructive  literature 
on  the  subject.  Food,  such  as  Virol  and  Glaxo,  is  supplied  at  cost  price  and  free  to 
cases  where  it  is  considered  the  circumstances  warrant  it.  In  addition  to  assisting 
in  the  regular  work  of  the  Centres,  the  ladies  who  assisted  voluntarily  throughout 
the  year  very  kindly  provided  suitable  clothing  for  babies  at  a nominal  charge.

In  1925  the  total  number  on  the  rolls  was  4,278  and  the  total  number  of 
attendances  37,765.  2,225  babies  were  medically  examined,  the  total  number  of 
such  examinations  being  4,345.  These  figures  shew  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  persons  availing  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Scheme. 
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During  the  year  13,488  lbs.  of  Glaxo  and  7,420  lbs.  of  Virol  were  distributed. 
In  the  preceding  year  15,120  lbs.  of  Glaxo  and  7,112  lbs.  of  Virol  were  supplied 
either  at  cost  price  or  free  to  necessitous  cases. 

Orders  for  the  delivery  of  9,632  pints  of  Sweetmilk  at  the  homes  of  very 
necessitous  cases  were  issued,  the  cost  to  be  defrayed  out  of  the  Municipal  Milk 
Fund,  which  is  a small  fund  supported  by  voluntary  contributions.

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ANALYSIS  OF  PARTICULARS  RESPECTING  BIRTHS  NOTIFIED 
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MILK  SUPPLY. 

One  of  the  most  important  duties  devolving  upon  the  Public  Health 
Department  is  the  obtaining  of  a pure  and  wholesome  milk  supply.  During 
the  year  under  review  special  attention  was  given  to  the  inspection  of  the 
dairies  and  cowsheds  in  the  City,  frequent  visits  were  paid  to  milk-shops, 
and  a large  number  of  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion. It  is  an  obvious  fact  that  pure  and  wholesome  milk  can  only  be 
furnished  by  sound  cattle — free  from  disease  and  properly  managed;  this 
includes  the  housing  of  the  cows  in  properly  coristructed  and  hygienic  cow- 
sheds, the  observance  of  cleanliness  in  the  milking  operation  and  of  all  the 
vessels  and  appliances  connected  with  the  dairy. 


It  may  again  be  pointed  out  that  the  officers  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  are  not  empowered  to  make  inspections  of  dairies  situated 
outside  the  City  boundary,  even  in  cases  where  the  milk  supply  has  been 
found  to  be  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition  with  regard  to  cleanliness,  and 
attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  a very  large  percentage  of  the  milk  sold 
in  the  City  comes  from  outside  sources.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Local  Government  Commission,  whose  report  is  expected 
to  be  issued  at  an  early  date,  will  include  proposals  for  the  remedying  of 
this  unsatisfactory  condition  of  affairs. 

I am  pleased  to  learn  that  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  (Northern 
Ireland)  intends  to  introduce  legislation  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging 
the  production  of  clean  milk,  and  that  licences  will  be  issued  to  dairymen 
who  will  undertake  to  produce  Grade  A and  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk.  I 
have  no  doubt  that  a good  many  City  dairymen  are  capable  of  supplying 
milk  conforming  to  the  Grade  A standard,  and  I feel  sure  that  many  would 
be  willing  to  have  their  herds  of  dairy  cattle  Tuberculin  tested  when  the 
public  recognises  the  advantages  of  a pure  and  tubercle  free  milk  and  the 
demand  for  it  increases. 


Many  of  our  public  institutions — Purdysburn  Fever  Hospital  and 
Whiteabbey  Sanatorium,  to  mention  only  two — have  already  adopted  the 
exclusive  use  of  Tuberculin-tested  milk. 


The  number  of  instances  in  which  we  find  tubercle  bacilli  in  milk 
(12  cases  being  reported  tuberculous  out  of  374  samples  examined  in  1926) 
would  afford  ample  justification  for  most  careful  examination  of  dairy 
cattle,  both  inside  and  outside  the  City.  The  percentage  of  samples  of 
tubercle  infected  milk  has  fallen  from  5.7  per  cent,  (the  figure  for  1925)  to 
3.2  per  cent,  for  the  year  under  review.  This  figure,  though  comparing 
favourably  with  that  for  many  other  Cities,  is  still  to  be  considered  unsatis- 
factory. 


Bovine  tuberculosis  may  be  transmitted  to  man  through  the  medium 
of  infected  milk,  particularly  in  the  case  of  children  and  invalids,  whose 
main  article  of  diet  is  milk  and  whose  susceptibility  to  disease  is  increased. 
No  effort  should  be  spared  to  prevent  this  terrible  occurrence. 


The  precautions  to  reduce  the  amount  of  tubercle  infection  in  the  milk 
sold  in  the  City  have  been  continued  on  similar  lines  as  in  previous  years. 
These  include  the  frequent  inspection  of  dairy  cattle  and  eradication  of 
tuberculosis  from  herds  in  the  City,  and  the  detection  of  infection  by 
bacteriological  examination  in  the  milk  supply,  both  from  City  dairies  and 
outside  sources.

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RESULTS  OF  EXAMINATIONS. 

Of  the  512  Samples  of  fresh  Milk,  139  contained  Bacillus  Coli  in  one- 
hundredth  of  a cubic  centimetre  (27%). 

In  48  samples,  or  9%,  Bacillus  Coli  was  entirely  absent  from  1 c.c. 

In  79  samples,  or  15%,  Bacillus  Coli  was  present  in  one-thousandth  of  a 
cubic  centimetre. 

475  samples,  or  92%,  showed  less  than  200,000  organisms  per  c.c. 

37  samples,  or  8%,  showed  more  than  200,000  organisms  per  c.c. 

PASTEURISED  MILK. 

Of  14  samples  examined,  8 (57%)  contained  no  Bacillus  Coli  in  one-tenth 
of  a cubic  centimetre. 

3 of  these  samples  contained  over  30,000  organisms  per  c.c. 

The  technique  used  in  these  examinations  was  that  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  Graded  Milk  (January,  1923). 

SPECIAL  EXAMINATIONS  OF  MILK  FOR  TUBERCLE  BACILLI. 

474  samples  of  Milk  were  specially  examined  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

426  samples  of  Fresh  Milk  were  examined. 

The  results  of  examination  in  52  of  these  samples  was  considered  unsatis- 
factory. Of  the  remaining  samples  (374),  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  was 
demonstrated  in  12  cases  (3.2%). 

48  samples  were  from  individual  cows  showing  some  abnormality  of  the 
udder,  emaciation,  chronic  cough  or  other  symptoms  of  Tubercular  disease.
